‘Historic Relics 


Heart of King Richard.I. Reposes in 
Rouen Museum. ; 

The “lion heart” of King Richard I. 
was not discovered in Rouen Cathe- 
dral until Queen Victoria’s reign. In 
1838 some antiquaries obtained per- 
mission from the Archbishop of 
Rouen to search for Richard’s heart, 
which tradition stated was near the 
high altar. Their excavations reveal- 
ed a recumbent statue of Richard .in 
good preservation with the exception 
of the nose,’ hands and feet, which 
apparently had been broken so as to 
flatten the efigy when the present 
pavement was laid over it. , Their 
next find was a leaden case inscribed, 
“Richard Coeur de Lion, Duc degNor- 
mandie, Roi d’Angleterre.” | A hole 
had “been made in the lid—probably 
by robbers; fo? it is‘said that the lead- 
en case was originally enclosed in a 
silver casket and that some coins 
were placed therein. The heart; 
which was enveloped in green taffeta, 
proved to be intact, though shrunk in 
its dimensions. After sojourning for 
a time in the archbishop’s palace fhe 
heart was transferred to the Rouen 
Museum of Antiquities, where it has 
been kept éver since.’ ‘

Indications Show High Civilization 
Attained By Early Dwellers, 

Many valuable and interesting dis- 
coveries have been miade by Dr. Hall, 
of the British Museum, as a result of 
his excavations in the neighborhood 
of Abraham’s birthplace. ; 

Dr. Hall's researches have led to 
the conclusion that .the Babylonian 
city of Ur, from. which the patriarch 
Abraham set forth on his wander- 
ings to the promised land, existed 
long before King Urengur repaired it 
2,500 years before the Christian era. 

The excavations revealed a nutber 
of copper iron heads, probably intend- 
ed to be supporters of a throne. Eyes 
made-of shell, and jasper teeth and 
tongue, all fastened on with copper 
wire, were also found. These heads 
were of cast copper. bare 

‘To cast copper is an, exceedingly 
difficult operation, and the accom- 
plishment of it-is an indication of 
the high point of civilization attain- 
ed by these early dwellers of Lower 
Babylonia. : : 

As the heads were hollow, they 
were filled. with bitum and clay 
to make them more durable, This 
fact explains most probably the en- 
igma of the image mentioned in Dan- 
iel, which was a mixture of metal and 
clay.

The Saskatchewan Co-Operative 
Elevator Company’ was organised 
in 1911 and the Alberta Farmers 
Co-Operative Elevator. .C ompany 
in 1913.” 

The ‘time between that first 
siall meeting at Indian Head and 
the present has wittiessed , many 
draniatic changes in Canada, but 
few niore striking than the change 
from the almost despairing con- 
dition of that little group of West 
ern gre ain growers to the militant 
strength of the organised farmers 
of the West today. 

When those farmers, twenty 
years ago, met at Indian Head, it 
was not the first time the West- 
ern grain growers had organised. 
They had their ‘ ‘Farmers’Unions”’ 
in the middle eighties of last cen 
tury, an d their “Patrons of In- 
dustry” in the early nineties: 

Hopkins, Moerhouse, in his able 
history of the co-operative moye- 
ment in Western Canada, gives 
the réasons for the failure of the}? 
attenrpts to maintain, an” organi- 

sation. .The “Patrons of Indus- 
try,” he writes, “had gained much 
strength, and for a time looked 
healthy. It had then got’ strong 
enough to elect friends to. the 
legislature and was sowing good 

seed but again temptation appear 
ed, centred in the lure of commer- 
cial success and politics. Some 
of tlie chief officers began to mis- 
use the organisation for selfish 
ends and away went the whole 
thing.” oe. 

The use of the association for 
politic al ends was regarded as be 
ing fatal to its best interests in 
those. days, although it is evident 
ly’not so regarded today.

OUR INSECTIVOROUS BIRD 
LIFE ON. THE PRAIRIES 


—— 


It may appear startling, but it 
is a fact that if all the insect pests 
ravaging our crops could be sup- 
and all the plant and 
tree diseases eradicated, and the 
increased revenue derivd by the 
country thereby could be turned 
into. . the Dominion Treasury, 
there would need to be no ques- 
tion of taxation. This idea is 
largely substantiated by the fact 
set forth by the Entomologist of 
the Dominion Department. of 
Agriculture that a. conservative 
estimate of the annual loss in Can 
ada to field, orchard and garden 
crops due to destructive insects is 
upwards to $200,000,000. As our 
authority says “To this huge de- 
vastationmust be added the en- 
ormous.annual distruction, caused 
by forest insects, stored product 
insects, etc” ° Upon this  state- 
ment the FE ntomodlogist founds a 
well-sustained argument in favor 
of the protection of insectivorous 
birds, such as the prairie horned 
lark, and robin, the somewhat de- 
spised crow, the red-breasted Nut- 
Myrtle Warbler, the Chickadee 
grouse , gulls, and many other 
kinds. In the state of Iowa it has 
been estimated that tree sparrows 
annually deycur something like 
895 tons of weed! Speaking- of the 
robin, an investigator in Toronto 
found that a single bird kept in 
confinement ate 165 cutworms in 
one day. Another authority states 
that’ a brood of prairie horned 
larks consumed 40 cutworms in 


one day. This same _ authority 
namely, Mr Norman Criddle, 
Dominion ‘Entomogist in Mani- 
toba, declares that six crows are 
capable of consuming three 
bushels of grasshoppers in one.

New Printing Process 


Expected That It Will Revolutionize). 


All Aspects of Industry. 

Suggestion that printing from type 
is likely to be superseded, was made 
by William Gamble” at the recent 
World’s Congress of Printers held in 
London, in connection with the Inter- 
national Printing and Allied Trades 
exhibition. Mr. ‘Gamble said that at 


‘least three inventors were trying to 


develop a photographic process to 
take the place of printing from type. 

He predicted that the machines for 
printing -by photographic - process 
would hardlyeoccupy more space than 
a typewriter nor be more complicat- 
ed. 

He expressed the opinion that even- 
tually the great printing presses in 
newspaper offices would give way to 
smaller, swift running and compari- 
tively noiseless machines which would 
turn out printed matter with almost 
the samé facility as the moving pic- 
ture operator reels off his film.

“The first lifeboat of the air, which 
has been built with great secrecy, is 
to be launched soon. After. the offi- 
cial tests it will go through a series of 
tests with the flect.. If it proves to 
be satisfctory, a large number of the 
craft, on a much larger scale, wilt be 
constructed.

Contract Awarded For 
_ Prince Albert Jail 


Biggest For This Year in Province of 
’ Saskatchewan, 

The biggest contract of the year in 
Saskatchewan was awarded by the 
government, when. thé $342,880 tend- 
er. of the Poole Construction Com- 
pany, Regina, for the construction of 
a portion ofthe Prince Alberta jail, 
was accepted. A separate contract 
for the plumbing and heating was 
awarded to the Regina Plumbing and 
Heating Company, at $65,500. Both 
tenders were the lowest submitted, 
The government, 
the contracts, decided to eliminate 
the construction of the east wing this 
year and the contract was awarded 
for the construction of the remainder 
of the building. P. Lyall*and Cqm- 
pany, of Montreal, were the highest 
of the ‘eight tenders for the general 
construction, with a price of $412,200.

the Island, having traversed a pene country on foot, and delivered his 
letter to Garcia. - 

Now the point of this story is not the bravéry of the man in thus risking 
his life, for thousands of men would unquestioning run equal, or greater 
risks; the point. is that Rowan took the letter and did not stop to ask a 
multitude of questions, such as, “Who is. Garcia?” “Wherd i is he to be 
found?” “What does he look like?” “What do you want him for?” “Is 
there any particular hurry?” No, Rowan took the letter and started, know- 
He had one clear+ 
cut job to do, and he proceeded to do it, ms 

How ,many ‘of the ‘countléss millions of men and women “who are 
employed in shops, factories, stores and offices today, yes, and onthe farms, 
are possessed of Rowan’s characteristics? How many display the same 
loyalty to a trust, act promptly and without questioning, concentrate their 
energies on the task before them; in a word, do the, thing—“Carry a message 
The regrettable fact is that not one in-ten do so. Yet it; 
does not call for any special training, or ability, but merely the cxercise of 
will and a determination to do and. win~ 

As Elbert Hubbard pointed out in his little booklet, 
dead now, but there are other Garcias to whom messages have to be de- 
livered, daily. No man who has endeavored to carry out an cnterprise 
Where many hands were needed, no man directing a large business, but’ has 
been well-nigh appalled at times by the imbecility of the average man-—the 
inability. or unwillingness to concentrate on a thing and do it. Slipshod 
assistance, foolish | inattention, dowdy indifference and half-hearted work 
seem the rtile; and-no man’ succeeds, unless by hook or crook or threat he 
forces or bribes other meri to assist ‘him; or mayhap, God in His goedness 
performs a miracle, and sends him an Angel of Light for an assistant. 

Today the average employee is more concérned about working ds few 
hours As he possibly can manage to get away with and still hold bis job. 
His ambition seems to be, not to excel in-his work, bit to collect from his 
employer as large a wage as possible in-return for which he gives as little 
as possible. If cmiployers grant an 8-hour day, the employees of this day 
and gencration immediately organize and combine to compel them to con- 
cede a 7-hour day, but they still want an 8-hour day wage. They insist 
upon the observance of all holidays, but demand to be paid just the same. 
If asked in an emergency ‘to do a piece of work whiclf ordinarily docs not 
fall within their duties, they, object, claiming they were not hired for that 
purpose. Fellows “by the name of Rowan” scem to be mighty scarce 
these days, and the lack of initiative displayed by the average employee is 
simply appalling, ‘coupled with an absolute unwillingness to make his em- 
interests his own. 

This incapacity for independent action, ‘this moral stupidity, this infirm- 
ity of the will, this willingness to cheerfully catch hold and lift—these are 
the things that put pure Socialism so far into the future and make thought- 
ful men and women reluctant to advance certain movements whiclt might 

‘If men will not act for themselves, what 
will they do when the benefit of their effort is for all? , . 
It is the men of the Rowan.type who are getting on in the world, while 
these others remain the willing slaves of the “walking bosses” of the Labor 
In self-protection the employer !s forced to constantly resort. to 
a weeding-out process, and no matter how good times may be, thé incap- 
ables and ne’er-do-wells are out of work, baving been replaced by others; 
and when times are hard the sorting-out process is.done fincr—but out and 
forever out the incompetent and unworthy go. 

But there is altv ays an opening, steady employment.and a bright future 
for men and women who can be trustéd to “Carry a message to Garcia”

Sauces For Food 


BY courte C. LYNCH 


An Acknowledged Expert in All 
{| Matters Pertaining to House. 
~hold Managemen t. | 


» Ifyou have the very best and choic- 

est of foods’ you may not need to 
kttow much about sauces, But sauce is, 
the making of Jess expensive cuts of 
reat and other foods, and people 
frequently prefér cuts of beef with its 
delicious brown sauce to the niore 
expehsive sauceless porterhouse. 

If the general proportions of the 
‘basi¢é sauce is hepa to mem- 
ory, one may gain a decided. reputa- 
tion as a maker of satices by adding 
one’s own individual touch. All 
measurements are to be taken level 
and a standard’ a pint cup is to be 
used. 

Basic Recipe For Sauce. 

Two tablespoons of fat—2 
spoons of flour; 1 cup liquid. 


table- 


The fat may be butter or any of! 


io vegetable fats or the dripping of 
meat and'se on. ‘The liquid may be 
 cither sto¢k (water in which meat or 
fish or vegetable was cooked), or 
Strained tomato or. milk or water. If 
salt is‘to be used, generally one-fourth 
teaspoon is sufficient for one cup of 
liquid. 

There are“several ways of ‘putting 
the ingredients for a sauce together. 
The fat may be melted slowly in’ a 
pan and the flour added and cooked 
until the mixture is frothy through- 
out. The cold liquid is then added 
and stirred constantly and vigorously 
until the mixture is smooth, thick and 
boiling. 

Sauce may also ‘be made in a 
double boiler. This is especially” de- 
sirable when ‘time is no object and 
when milk, which scorches easily, is 
used as the liquid. In this case the 
fat is usually butter. It is beaten to 
a cream and the flour is Ahen beaten 
into it. The milk is added and the 
sauce is stirred over hot water until 
thick and smooth. 


Drawn Butter. 


Melt two tablespoons of fat in a 
pan and add to it two tablespoons of 
flour and one-fourth of a teaspoon 
each of salt and pepper. Cook un- 
til frothy and add one cup of. cold 
water. . Cook, stirring until thick. 
Then gradually add about two table- 
spoons of butter, bit by bit, until it 
is absorbed. If the sauce is at at 
lumpy, strain it. 


Caper Sauce. 


Make a cup of drawn butter, using 
the broth from boiled lamb or mutton 
for the liquid. ‘When ready to serve 
add two tablespoons of capers drain- 
‘ed from the liquid in the bottle. A 
teaspoon of lemon juice may be: add- 
ed if desired. A similar quantity of 
finely chopped sour pickle may be 
substituted for the capers. ° 

Ege Sauce. 

To a cup of ‘brown butter add a 
hard-cooked egg, chopped. This 
sauce is good for serving with boil- 
ed fish.
